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N* always to talk of foreign Wars, 
let us return a little, Gentlemen, 
and perhaps we may find fomeWars 
broken out, that few People have heard of. 
I have been a longtime talking of Peace, 
diftinguifhing and defcribing the kinds of it, 
fhewing the Beauty of Peace on one Hand, 
and the Mifchiefs of cur Breaches on the o- 
ther— And thus I have been talking, till 
you are tyred of the Tale 5 and one fays, 
there’s no need on’t, another fays I fay too 
much of it, and a third Party fays, they 
don’t defire it—And amongft you all, I have 
had fo many fnarling, flighting, ard re- 
jeQiing the Propofal, that J have laid afide 
the Subjeé& for fome time. 

And now, Gentlemen, you fhall fee fome 
ot the Follies of Party-Strife, you fhall fee 
the Beauty of-Contention, the Excellency 


of falling ont among your {elves sand asany 
body likes the Pigture, they may take up the 
Caufe, and let us fee aD the extraordinary 
Benefits of it to the World. 

I cannot but obferve here, the wonder- 
full Variation which happens in the Opini- 
ons of Menand of Times, about this one 
fmall common, too common, and too free 
quent thing caf’'d MOBB3; Othefe things 
call’d Tumults, Rabbles, and Riots, are 
ftrange things, they have the oddeft out- 
fide with them, of moft things I have met 
with in the World— To Day one Party 
cryes out of Rabblesand Tumult, and rails 
at a,whole Party fer the Extravagancies of 
afew 3 the other Party juftifies Adions from 
their Caufes, and excufes things by Circum- 
ftances; and great Difputes about fuch 
things have happen’d in the World ; where- 
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in we always find the weakeft in Power, 
have the worft in the Argument 4 in great 
Rabbles, the Language s Traoflated, and 
we call them juft Wars j Vidorious Tu- 
mult gets the Sanétion of Succefs, and he is 
the facred Prince that gets the Scamp of his 
Authority printed by the Jength of his Sword. 

But to come to leffer Matters 5 it is one 
of the oddeft of things in the World, 
to find fome fort of Men talk Diametrically 
oppofite out of the fame Mouth, as if contra- 
ries espous’d in fuch a manner,by the fame 
Perfons or Parties ,lluftrated one another. 

To Day we have the Rabbles of 41 thrown 
in the Face of the Presbyterians, and their 
very Pofterity branded with the. Extrava- 

cies of their Ancettors sto morrow we 
ave the very fame Party crying Huzza to 
the Rabble in the North, bleffing and de- 
fending the Tumults againft the UNION, 
ftoning the QUEEN in the Perfon of Her 
Majefty’s High Commiffioner ; [nfulting 
the Government in theReprefentative of the 
Natio, theParliament, and taking Arms, 
bad sbey dar’d to foow shem, againft the very 
Being of tlre Conftitution. 

To come from this to Ecclefiaftical Af- 
fairs; O what Out-crys have been made of 
the Rabbles, of the Revolution, and mob- 
bing the Bpifcopal Miniftets fubfequent 
hard Ufage of them, Perfecutiou and the 
likes all which I believe I fhall have the 
Honour to fet ina true Light, and perhaps 
undeceive’ the Age in. things they have 
beeh-impos’d upon on that Accounts But 
would any body think, they thac have fo 
extlaim’d againft Rabbling our Govere 
nours, relifting the Powers and the like, 
have preach d up, the Doétrine of Obedi- 
Ace for Conicience.fake,and the like; fhoald 
now fall into the fame Crime, flye in the 
Face of ag Aftablifh’d: Authority, Rabble 
aod Affauls the Minifters, «Appointed by. the 
Legal Authority, to fettle Minifters in va- 
cant Churches. — 

That Tumaltyand Rabbles will happen 
if the World, .is no ftrange thing, and 1 do 
wot make thatany Argument—for Offences: 
wil come 3 but tofte thefe very: Fumults 

\irag'd, applauded, defended, aad hoa- 
ed'of by thofe very Reople who have all a 
lotg complain’d of Rabbles, and , Mobbs, 
haye appropriated them to Presbyterians,.- 
aS ‘the peculiar of the Party, and vatu'd 


themfelves upon their conftant fubmiffion 
juft Authority 3 to fee thefe People abett 
the Rabble, hire Fellows to drefs themfelves 
in Womens Cloaths, to appear in ic, put 
thelr Servants, and force their Tenants 
by Commands and Threats oa she in chem~ 
This isa ftrange Metamorpholis of Cir¢tum- 
ftances,and isa wonderful Teft ofthe fince. 
rity ofa Party of Men ,who really approve 
or exclaim not as Aétions really are in them- 
felves,butas they ferve or differve,gratif y or 
obftruét the Party they are embark'd in, and 
the Defign they are driving on in the World. 

Weare now to furnifh a: fruitful Inftance . 
in the World, wherein ic will appear, the 
Riots and Tumults, the Rabbling of Mi- 
nifters, and Infultiog Governments, does not 
all lye at the Door of the Whigs and Pre/- 
byserians, and as this is but the beginning 
of Difcoveries, and that fome yet more hid- 
den Works of Darknefs are toming to Light, 
which perhaps may more than (urpriz: 
World— It requires this Cafe to be parf- 
cularly ftated, and very well attefted. 

The Reader, to introduce this Story;is to 
underftand, that the Town of Dingwall, is 
in the North of Scotland, in the Bounds of. 
the Synod of: Rofs,; that the Charch being 
vacantof a Minifter, and it being the Work 
of the: Synod, af their General Synodical 
Meeting, to fupply vacant Churches, they 
met for that End —— That the Heritor or 
Laird, who is there as the Lord of the Man- 
nor and Patron is‘in England, had the 
Keyi=That. this Gentleman being deman- 
ded:Legally to deliver them, and knowing: 
he could not refufe, gets a Day Appoip- 
ted for the Synod to meet, and by tbat 
time procur’d the Tumult following— And 
asthere-are a Cloud of Witneffes to prove 
the Fae, and whofe Names are to be {eea, 
and a Liftof them I have by me'from the O« 
riginal, ctanfmitted to thePublick for Jufticey 
fo is there alfo full Teftimony of the means 
ued, to bring the poor People into this Mif= 
chief, as well byPerfwafions, Promifes, Threats 
nings, and all forts of ufual Compultions, a 
thing eafy eaough in a Place, where the 
Lords have fuch an abfolute Power over theit 
Teihants,as is known to be in thit Country. 

The Matter of Fat, as tranfinicted from. 
the fpot, to& Perfon of Quality in the North, 
is exattly as follows :

Dinguall the 28th Day of May laft,where 

they had occafion to converfe with fobn 
Bayn younger, of Tullock, one of the Heritors 
of that Parith, and with Alexander Buin young. 
cr Of Knockbain, and Fobn Dinguall, both pre- 
fene Bailiffs of the faid Burgh ; to whom 
they told, That thc Synod was come there, to 
meet about their Synodical Affairs, and were 
content to Commune with them anent their 
vacancy ; and the Synod having obtajn’d a 
Gift from the Lords of Her Majeftys The

faury, of their vacant Stipends, were always 


content with the confent of Town and Parifh 
to difpofe of thefeStipends for pious ufes with- 
in the Parifh, providing always the Town 
and Parifh would entcrtain the preaching of 
the Gofpel among them, and call a Minifter 
according to the prefent Eftablifthment ; to 
which young Tullock made Anfwer, That he 
was but one of the Heritors, that he expected 
not the Synod there that day, and therefore 
could make no Anfiver, untill che whole of 
the Heritors were advifed anent this Propo: 


fal; the Bailiffs likewife gave the fame. An- 


fwer; whereupon the Moderator required the 
Bailiffs to get them the Keys of the Kirk,and 
eaccable accefs thereunto; to which the Bai- 
iffs anfwer’d, That theydidnot know what was 
become of the Keys, nor could they get them 
that, Day, whercfore Mr. Daniel Mackiligen,Mi- 
nifter of Kilmuireafter, took Inftruments in 
his own Name, and all that should adhere to 
him, upon the Requifition and Denial'of the 
Keys ofthe Kirk. in the Hands of the Clerk of 
the Synod which. was then Conftitute. 
Upon Mr. Mackiligen’s Inftrumenting theMa- 
ifkrates, John Bain younger of Tullock, made 
ome anfwer thereto,which was marked by the 
Clerk, and it being moved, That the above 
Gentlemen fhould Subferibe his Anfwer, he 
declin’d the fame, and called for a Notary 
Publick to Record his Anfwers, and the faid 
Notary Publick coming tothe Room where 
the Synod was, Mafter Daniel Mackiligen rem 
newed his Proteftation in the Notary Pub- 
licks Hands; the faid Yobn Buin upon this gave 
{in Face of the Synod) opprobious Langwage 
tothe faid Mr. Mackiligen, by calling hima 
Rafchal, a Lyar, and adamn’d Lyar, &c,.and 
faid, if the Synod came to trouble they might 
bl. me themfelyes ; unto which it being re- 
es, That the faid Synod being protected 
y, 
d 


Law, and Her Majeftys free Lieges, they 
readed go troubleunlefs there were aMob,and 
that the Magiftrates were obliged to protect 
them ; then ‘fobn Bain younger Of Tullock, in a 
menacing way, faid it may be, it may be,it-may be, 


thrice, rherewill be aMob,whereuponMr. Mackiligen 
protefted, if there fhouldjbe anything of aMob, 
the faid young Tulluck fhould be reputed the 
omoter and inftigator of it; and tarder the 
faid Mr, Muckiligen protefted forRemeedot Law 
as tothe Injuryand Abufe done him,by the laid 
John Bain younger of Tllock, which Proteftatin 
ons he took in the Hands of the Clerk of the 
Synod,and all in the hands of the Nosu yFubhick, 

After all this, the abovenamed Bailitfs by 
the faid FoosBain younger of Tullock his Advice, 
proffered to the Synod under form of Inftru- 
thent to deliver them the Keys of the Kirk 
Of Dingwall, and give them. peaceable accels 
thereto, providing they came to that place up- 
onthe 18th of June next, whercin the Synod 
refted fatisfied, and appointed their next 
mecting at -Dinguall the faid day; and farder 
the faid Synod appointed Mr, Jobn Frafer Mi- 
nifter of ctlnes to acquaint the Laird of Ki- 
bravock, Sheriff Principal of Rofs,of the above- 
mentioned mutual Concert, twixt the Synod 
and the Magiftrates of Dingwall, which was ace 
cordingly done; likewife the Synod appoioted 
Mr. G.Munre Minifter of Nigg.to acquaint my 
Lord Macleod who is prefentProvoft of the faid 
Burgh of the abovenamed appointment, but 
thot the faid Mr. G. Munro went to my Lord 
Mucleod‘s Houfe, and waited fome time there, 
but he could get no accefs to his Lord ship. 

Upon the 18th Day of June, the Min:fters 
and Elders of the Synod of Rofs and Susher~ 
land come forward, to hold their Mecting at 
Pingwall, and being informed upon the Road, 
there was a great Convocation of a mixt Mul- 
titude to oppofe the Synod,- they fent one of 
their number to know the certainty of theIn- 
formation,vy.Mr.Archibald Bowies,Minifter of 
Dornoch, who accordingly came te the Town 
End of Diaguall, Mr. George Frayer Merchant at. 
London,going about hisLawful Affairs, and in 
his Journey that way to pvernesswent in Com 
pany with the faid Mr. Bowies, and there the 
mixt Multitude fell upon them, beat the faid 
Mr. Bowies Horfe,offered Violence to himfelf, 
which obliged him to retire, it being the come 
non cry amongft them,. that if any Minifter 
fhould attemptte.come thereamong them vert 
fhould knock them down, and they laid hol 
on the faid Mr.G. Fraxer’sHor'fe,knoch’d bo 
Horleand Rider to the effufion of: his Blo 
having broken his Head. 

But the Minifters being informed, that the 
Sheriff principal. of Rofs, had come to Dingwal 
that Day,they wenz forward to the TownEndy 
where the tae ea ee he Bate 

ounger OF A nockbain, an n Lingual. 
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ing gathered from allCorners to the end of the 
ftreet with ftones, and ftaves, and other kill- 
ing Engines,order’d(with execratory and blaf- 
phemous Oaths) theMinifter, to ftand off, 
or elfe they would knock them -all down, 
whereupon Mr, Hagh Munro, Minifter at Tain, 
told the Bailiffs, that the Synod having ap- 
pointed their meeting in that, own this day, 
“upon their Faith and Promife to deliver them 
the Keys of their Church,and peaceable accefs 
thereto, they did accordingly come there, in 
order to hold the meeting, and required the 
Bailiffs to difpatch that’ mixt multitude, with 
Gertification ; to which the Bailiffs anfwered, 
That.the People there Convocared, werc not 
Inhabitants of their Town'and Parith, and 
promifed to give aLift of them in, fo far as 
they knew;whcreupon theMagiftrates were re- 
quired to convene a Guard of the Inhabicants 
tb protect the Minifters, to which they anfwe- 
sid. That the number ofall the penablé Men 
in their Townwould not exceed twenty, and 
that few of them had Arms, and therefore 
they refufed tu call for a Guard, but offer’d to 
go with ure Minifters thro the mixt Multi- 
tude into the Town, and partake themfelves’ 
of the fame Danger withthe Minifters and the 
Elders.; to which it was aniwered, That the 
People, knew the Bailiifs, and rhe Bailiffs 
knew.them ; that their going Rsiors the Mini- 
deers theough the enraged Multitude, was noe 
‘a fufficient fafery to the Minifters,fince theVi-., 
olence was only offered. to, and threatned a- 
‘pint them, and therefore that the faid Bai- 
iffs fhould-be {till liable tor all Cofk, Skaicth 
and Damage, the-Minifters Elders, or their 
Attendants fhould incurr in the Town at that 
Time; upon all which Heads.the faid Mr. 
Hay Munro requir’d and took Inftruments in 
he hands of Alex.Mackintofh Notary Publick. 
“Thereafter the Sheriff Principal of Roft,who 
was inthe Town, being informedthat the Mi, 
sifters were at the Town End, came forwards 
to diflipate the Mob, and meet with the Mi- 
nifters at the Town End, whereupon the Mi- 
njfters and-Elders eurered the Town, but 
were {till affaulted by the People, throwing 
Stones and Staves at them as they rode along 
the Streets,continually pouring out their exe- 
erations and blafphemies in fuch a manner as 
*4e Ears of any tender hearted hearer could 
not but tingle; and the Minifters and Elders 
having come ty George Maghea: Inn-keeper,in 
Ningual his Houle, they, enker’d into 2 Room, 
leaving their Horfys and Servants ftanding in 
the Clote; thiePeople continued {till to iniule, 
chreaten, and b ac their Servants and-Horfes, 
the Sheriff Principal came into the Room 
where the Minifters were, and called for the 
Bailiffs to deliver up the Keys, and canyerle

with them anent diffipating the Mob,and then 
Isbel Macka aScandalous Perfon,as being a com- 
mon notorious Whore and Vagabond came in~ 
to tte Room,and after the-had expreffed her {elf 
very profoundly, she add reffed all the Mini- 
f{ters,and told them before the Sheriff Princi- 
pal and Bailiffs of the Burgh,that the came in 
as an Ambaffador (as the worded it) that the 
had about 300 under her Command; moft 
part of them Women, and the reft of them 
Men in Womens. Cloaths, and that the and 
they defired us to go back, elfe if we fhould 
attempt to go to the Church, and preach 
there, that fhe and they would all — us 
and that we might be all fure to be beat an 
knock’d down;whereupon Mr. Hugh Munro re= 
quir’d the Magistrates to fecure her, upon 
which he took Inftruments in the faid Alex, 
Mackintofhe’s Hands,NotaryPubdlick;thereafter. 
the Bailiffs delivered the Keys to the Sheriff 
Principal at his own defire, who gave it to 
Mr. Walter Denoon, Minifter of Gol/pte, and 
‘when Jobs Dingual one of the Baififfs faw ic 
given to Mr. Denoon, he faid that feverals had 
their Burial Places in the Church, amongft 
whom he was one Kimfelf, and if he had oc- 
cafion for Burying, he would break the Doors 
if he got not the Keys ; to. which fome of the 
Minuters reply’d, that if he took the Keys 
and were anfwerable to the Synod for them, 
they were contcht he fhould have them, but 
that he plainly refufed; thereafter the Sheriff 
Principal got the Key,and faid he weald give 
it to his Deputy for the ufeof the Synod. 
The Minifters and Elders, with the Sheriff, 
confidering what was meet forthem to do, 
and finding theTumult among thePeople {till 
increafing it was thought not to be fafe, for 
the Miniiters to go tothe Church to keep 
Synod there ;, therefore'they refoly’d to leave 
the Town, and having call’d for the Magi- 
ftrates, they required them to protec them 
the Elders and Attendants out of the Fown 
and accordingly hdving left the. Reom, and. 
coming to the Street, the abovenamed Ivbel 
Mackg appeared at the Head ofa mixt Multi- 
tude of Men and Women, who were caftin 
Stones and Staves atthe Minifters, Elders, 
and Sheriff himfelf, while they wert along 
the Sereets, fo that they beat and bled feverals 
of the Servants of the Minifters and Elders, 
and fome of their Stones did hit the Minifters 
and Elders, and the Sheriff himfelf, and 
when they caine to the endof the Srrect to 
take Horte, they did violently beat fome of 
thofe that attended the Minifters and Elders, 
and a great many of the Rabblers followed, 
as if they were purfuing the Minifters and 
ie Servants, abour a Mile our the 
own. - 
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
